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Driver killed as lorry hits M5 bridge

A lorry driver has died after his truck 
crashed into a bridge and burst into 
flames on the M5 near Halesowen. 

The accident on the northbound car¬ 
riageway caused the motorway to be 
shut in both directions between Junc¬ 
tion 3 at Halesowen and Junction 4 at 
Bromsgrove. The southbound stretch 
was closed for almost 12 hours, while 
the northbound stretch remained 
closed for even longer. 

The road closures caused delays of 
up to 40 minutes for motorists using a 
diversion, and there was heavy conges¬ 
tion on the surrounding roads during 
rush hour during the morning follow¬ 
ing the crash. 

Flames 

Fire crews were called to the Junc¬ 
tion 3 slip road at 1.50am on Tuesday 
and found a heavy goods lorry on fire 
by Carters Lane bridge. 

Paramedics were unable to save the 
driver who was in the cab and he was 
confirmed dead by ambulance crews. 
At the time of going to press he had not 
yet been named. 

Halesowen firefighter Mitchell 


Poole, who was first to arrive at the 
crash scene, said: “When we got there 
the lorry was engulfed by flames. The 
lorry had hit the bridge, causing some 
damage, so it has been closed along 
with the motorway.” 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Murray MacGregor said: 
“When crews arrived they found a lorry 
that was fully ablaze. Unfortunately, 
there was nothing that could be done 
and the driver was confirmed dead at 
the scene. 

“The crash and fire has left a large 
crack in the bridge support which has 
resulted in the extended closure of the 
motorway.” 

Highways Agency spokeswoman Jo 
Carroll said the motorway had to be 
closed while structural engineers 
assessd the damage to the bridge. 

Queues of traffic stretched back 
around five miles from Junction 4 
along the A491 to Pedmore this 
morning. There were also delays by 
Junction 3. 

West Midlands Police spokeswoman 
Joanne Hunt said police were investi¬ 
gating the cause of the crash. 


Baseball bats and machetes used to force victims to pay up 

VIOLENT LEGACY 
OF LOAN SHARKS 


LOAN sharks are turning to 
increasingly violent methods to 
force victims to pay up, West Mid¬ 
lands police are warning. 

Kidnap, violence and intimidation 
are among tactics used by illegal mon¬ 
ey lenders to fleece their victims of what 
often amounts to tens of thousands of 
pounds more than originally borrowed. 

Baseball bats and machetes are among 
the weapons seized by the National Illegal 
Money Lending team, based in Digbeth, 
Birmingham, in recent months. 

The head of the team, Tony Quigley, 
warned: “Some of these people are formida¬ 
ble — they have reputations in the commu¬ 
nity where they operate and so people won’t 
necessarily report them readily. 

“It’s a real power-based relationship. The 
loan shark can keep raising the amount the 
person owes to incredible amounts and 
there’s nothing the victim can do except pay 
them, or report them. It can be extremely 
lucrative - one case we were involved with 
in Cheshire was against an illegal money 
lender who had made £4 million in just a few 
years, owned a country house and had all 
the trappings of being wealthy.” 

The National Illegal Money Lending team 
consists of 55 staff including investigators, 
police officers and community liaison offi¬ 


cers, all based in Birmingham. The project, 
which has a budget of £5.2m for 2011, has 
managed to get £37m worth of illegal debt 
written off across the UK since it launched 
in 2004 - and last year it reclaimed £163,000 
for victims in the West Midlands. But Mr 
Quigley said the team faced many chal¬ 
lenges when bringing loan sharks to justice. 

He said: “One of the main problems we 
face is that people don’t discuss their 
finances — to come to us they have to admit 
not only that they borrowed from an illegal 
lender, which can make them feel foolish, 
but that they had trouble getting credit. 

Pressure 

“Loan sharks are often also prominent in 
the community, and will treat a lot of people 
very well indeed. That means there is a net¬ 
work of people who think they are wonderful 
and generous, and only a minority who have 
been treated badly. This can make the social 
pressure not to report them very strong.” 

“Another problem is the threat of vio¬ 
lence hanging over the heads of those who 
do not or cannot pay up or who report their 
criminal activities. 

“Our first priority has to be the protection 
of the victim. Loan sharks are very nasty, 
both in the way they operate and in getting 
their money back,” he said. “Victims are 
often too intimidated to stand up against 
their lender.”

£4m in fines 
for watching 
TV illegally 

More than £4 million worth of fines have been handed 
out to licence dodgers in the Black Country who have been 
caught watching television illegally since the start of the 
year, offical figures have revealed. 

A total of 4,200 people were caught by inspectors and 
issued with £1,000 fines across the region between 
January and June, a report from the TV Licensing body 
revealed. Sandwell was the worst area in the region for 
people not paying their TV licence, with 1,600 people 
caught. In Wolverhampton, 1,100 people were caught out. 
Meanwhile, 870 people were fined in Walsall and 660 in 
Dudley. 

Regional spokesman for the West Midlands, Mark 
Whitehouse, said the organision took a firm stance against 
fee dodgers. 

“To be fair to those who pay, we have to be firm with those 
who try to get away without paying. We take TV licence 
evasion very seriously and we will not hesitate to prosecute 
if people continue to break the law,” he said. 

“We would always prefer people to buy a TV Licence than 
risk prosecution and give people every opportunity to pay. 

Payment 

“However, we do understand some people may find it dif¬ 
ficult to pay their licence fee in one go, which is why we 
offer numerous ways to spread the cost.” 

An advertising campaign was launching on the BBC this 
week to highlight these options, which include a weekly 
cash payment plan, a savings card and monthly direct 
debit scheme. 

A breakdown of the Black Country figures shows that in 
West Bromwich 320 evaders were caught, along with 290 
in Smethwick, 280 in Tipton, 280 in Oldbury, 260 in 
Wednesbury, 130 in Rowley Regis and 90 in Cradley Heath. 
Meanwhile in Dudley, 140 licence dodgers were caught in 
Stourbridge and 110 in Halesowen.

Former court to be 
put on the market 

The former Halesowen Magistrates Court building will 
be put up for sale in the near future. 

The courthouse, in Laurel Lane, closed at the end of 
March as part of £41 million cost-cutting measures by the 
Ministry of Justice. Since then all court cases have been 
moved to Dudley Magistrates Court in The Inhedge. 
Bosses confirmed they have decided to sell the building. 

A property agent was brought in earlier to guide the sale. 

Her Majesty’s Courts Service spokesman Mark Cram 
said: “We expect the building to go on the market within 
the next week or two. Terms will be available to people on 
application.” 

As well as Halesowen, West Bromwich Magistrates 
Court and Kidderminster and Stourbridge county courts, 
which handle bankruptcy cases and civil matters, were 
also earmarked for closure. 

The Kidderminster and Stourbridge courts will close in 
September and cases will her transferred to Kidderminster 
and Dudley magistrates courts respectively. 

The four courts were among 93 magistrates courts and 
49 county courts to be closed countrywide. 

Dudley Council’s community safety lead, Councillor 
Adrian Turner, has said he hoped the closure of the Hale¬ 
sowen court would go on to create greater efficiency at 
other nearby courts. Bosses have blamed high running 
costs for the situation with the annual bill for rent and 
rates totalling in the region of £637,000. Staff were trans- 
fered to Dudley Magistrates Court which has undergone 
work to accommodate the extra cases.

Heating bills increase 
fuels mother’s anger

A CONCERNED mother from Halesowen whose family 
is one of millions suffering the results of fuel poverty has 
hit out at the lack of support, calling the situation 
apalling. 

Danielle Chater, of Bassnage Close, has lived in the council 
property with her partner and three children for three years. 
Since moving in she has campaigned tirelessly for the costly 
storage heaters to be replaced by central heating. 

Earlier this year Danielle received a three month electricity bill 
putting her in more than £1,300 debt, leading her to turn to Halesowen 
MP James Morris for help. 

The latest figures, from the Department of Energy and Climate 
Change, have shown she is among an estimated 4.1million households 
experiencing fuel poverty. 

Danielle said: “I am in a real mess and really thought if the MP saw 
this he would have been able to help but it appears no-one can do any¬ 
thing. 

“My heating is not sufficient because I physically can’t afford to run 
it and it is causing my children to suffer unnecessarily -1 feel like I am 
banging my head against a brick wall.” 

Struggle 

The latest data on the struggle people are facing over fuel bills comes 
just days after British Gas announced another price hike, which will 
see gas and electricity bills jump by more than 15 per cent. 

Last month, Scottish Power announced a similar rise in bills and the 
rest of the “big six” suppliers are expected to follow suit in coming 
weeks. 

But Climate Change Minister Greg Barker said: “I know rising 
energy prices are hitting households hard and these new figures show 
the old policies to help the most vulnerable were not working. 

“We are pushing for stronger competition to keep price rises as low 
as possible and in the longer term, we’ll be helping people use less 
energy with the Green Deal.” 

Housing chief Councillor Adrian Turner, said Dudley council work in 
partnership with Energy Extra which helps tenants reduce their bills. 

“The rise in the cost of gas and electric is an increasing concern for 
many residents,” he said. 

“Utility companies have introduced a social tariff for low income fam¬ 
ilies to assist tenants to maximise the effectiveness of their heating 
system. 

“If Ms Chater contacts her housing manager, we can arrange for 
Energy Extra to pay her another visit to look at ways to bring her 
energy bills down. 

“Aside from this Ms Chater’s individual case is being dealt with 
therefore we are unable to comment further on this at this stage." 

A spokeswoman for James Morris said: “We have written back to Ms 
Chater and sent her the response which we received from the council 
outlining their position in this matter however, we cannot comment any 
further on this individual case.”

Date set 
for home 
closure 

A care home in Halesowen 
will close in January as part 
of a council review of social 
services. 

Dozens of residents will 
be uprooted and rehomed 
over the next six months as 
Shenstone residential care 
home in Kent Street closes. 

Council bosses said that 
they were hoping to rede¬ 
ploy most of the 51 members 
of staff, while six workers at 
the home have already taken 
voluntary redundancy. 

The future of the council’s 
two remaining long-stay 
residential homes — New 
Bradley Hall, Kingswin- 
ford, and Russells Court, 
Dudley - still hangs in the 
balance with reviews plann¬ 
ed over the next two years. 

Cabinet member for adult 
and community services, 
Councillor Lesley Faulkner, 
said that the changes were 
part of work to move away 
from the traditional resi¬ 
dential care homes. 

The closure of one of Dud¬ 
ley’s last remaining council- 
run residential homes was 
heralded as a “bad omen” for 
social care in the borough. 
Shenstone residential care 
home close as part of a coun¬ 
cil review into social care. 

Councillor Lesley 

Faulkner insisted the deci¬ 
sion was part of an ongoing 
review into care services in 
the borough and was uncon¬ 
nected to the £10 million the 
council has to save from its 
adult social care department. 

The authority is plough¬ 
ing ahead with plans for five 
extra care housing schemes 
which will provide around 
600 flats for older people. 

Work has already been 
completed at a £16m 
scheme in Russells Hall, 
which will have 132 apart¬ 
ments, while an£8m project 
in Coseley is due to open this 
year.

Accounts manager Steve Atkiss 
said the firm had become involved 
with Pinewood as it is the only 
company in the UK which develops, 
manufactures and supplies a range of 
equipment which sprays liquid 
metal. 

Polysterene 

He said studio bosses seized on the 
idea as a way of making their props 
and sets — which are often created 
from polystyrene — more durable. 

In Clash of the Titans, the map of 
the world formed the centrepiece of 
the council chamber where the gods 
resided, using it to plan the fate of the 
mortals. 

They are often seen walking across 
it and fighting over what happens on 
Earth, and so it had to be strong 
enough to support the constant 
weight of the actors as well as heavy 


film equipment. Despite mixed 
reviews, the film proved a hit with 
cinema-goers and raked in a massive 
$400m at the box office. 

Metallisation was also involved in 
Dubai’s iconic Burj A1 Arab hotel, 
which at 321m high is the fourth 
tallest hotel in the world. 

The firm, which has been operating 
from its site in Peartree Lane since 
1922, was called upon to protect the 
outside of the structure against high 
temperatures and the corrosive effect 
of sand and sea. 

Mr Hill said the Pinewood deal was 
part of a plan to plough hundreds of 
thousands of pounds into expanding 
business abroad. 

The firm invested £300,000 into 
exploring new markets last year and 
plans at least another £100,000 by 
the end of this year. 

He said he was now looking to 
employ at least three additional engi¬ 
neers to add to the firm’s 35-strong 
team. “In looking to develop our 
markets, we have found that we’ve 
sold increasing amounts to develop¬ 
ing countries such as India. 

“We started out as providing serv¬ 
ices to Black Country firms, but as 
the economy started to droop we have 
managed to prosper by expanding our 
horizons.”

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Leaders warning of 
town traffic chaos

Emergency measures are 
being drawn up as council 
leaders warn of traffic chaos 
when three main roads through 
Stourbridge town centre close 
for the demolition of the Bell 
Street multi-storey. 

The whole of New Street, a foot¬ 
path along Crown Lane and part of 
Bath Road — the ring road — will be 
closed to motorists as developers 
Tesco knock the crumbling car park 
and ageing Crown Centre and build 
a £50 million new shopping centre. 

Council bosses today admitted the 
project, which will take several months, 
was going to be a “nightmare” for visi¬ 
tors to the town centre. 

Work on the development is due to 
begin in January and completed in time 
to open for Christmas 2012, though dis¬ 
cussions between the council and Tesco 
were ongoing today to establish the 
exact date. 

New Street will remain closed while 
construction work takes place, and will 
reopen as a tunnel travelling beneath 
the front of the Tesco store is complete. 

Minimise 

Cabinet member for transport, Coun¬ 
cillor Patrick Harley, revealed the dem¬ 
olition of the multi-storey would be 
carried out on a Sunday, and only last a 
day, to minimise impact on shoppers and 
motorists. 

He said one of the major issues facing 
traffic officers was how motorists 
coming through the one-way system 
along High Street and Market Street, 
and from the Ryemarket multi-storey 
nearby, would leave when their normal 
route along New Stret has been blocked. 

Currently, access to the ring road from 
the far end of Market Street is blocked 
by bollards and the subway, while the 
opposite ends of Bell Street and Talbot 
Street lead to the back of the Ryemarket. 

Potential solutions include installing 
a temporary exit from Market Street, or 
even redirecting traffic through the Rye¬ 
market car park.

300 drain covers are stolen 


Around 300 drain covers have been 
stolen by metal thieves in the Mid¬ 
lands in little more than a year, 
endangering lives and causing thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage, according 
to new figures. 

Police have warned the spate of 
thefts by crooks looking to cash in on 
the rising price of scrap metal was 
posing a serious hazard as people risk 
falling down open manholes or crash¬ 
ing their cars as they drive over the 
gaping holes left in roads. 

The figures come after electricians 
discovered injured German Shepherd 
Molly lying motionless at the bottom 
of an open manhole in Walsall after 


thieves ripped away the cover in 
December. 

West Mercia Police spokesman 
Toby Shergold blamed the steady rise 
of international metal prices for the 
ongoing problem. 

“The theft of drain covers puts the 
public at risk because there is the 
potential for someone to unwittingly 
fall into an uncovered drain and hurt 
themselves, or for serious damage to 
be done to a car if it drove over one,” 
he said. “It also causes a major 
expense for local authorities to 
replace them.” Sandwell and Dudley 
were revealed to be hotspots for the 
crime, with 33 covers being stolen in 


Sandwell and 29 in Dudley last year. 

A total of 26 were taken from 
Walsall streets, including one at the 
corner of Profitt Street and Cannon 
Street North, Walsall, Molly was 
found a week after going missing. 

Just two were taken in Wolver¬ 
hampton and 41 from Birmingham, 
while West Mercia Police received 57 
reports in the same time period, 
including nine in North Worcester¬ 
shire and Kidderminster. 

Staffordshire Police reported 92 
drain covers stolen between April last 
year and March this year, including 
four from Cannock, four from South 
Staffordshire and two from Lichfield. 


College to 
get a £1 m 
makeover 

A £1 million project to 
revamp the reception and 
library at Stourbridge 
College’s main campus has 
been announced, with work 
due to start in months.

Luke faces 12-month 
delay in Greek trial 


A Dudley man who is unable 
to leave Greece because he is 
awaiting trial over the killing 
of his girlfriend has been told 
it will be at least another year 
before his case comes before 
the court. 

Bailed suspect Luke Walker 
has been told it will be at least 
another 12 
months 
before he 
stands trial 
over the 
death of his 
long-term 
girlfriend. 

Judges had 
previously rul¬ 
ed that Walk¬ 
er, aged 23, of 
Brierley Hill, 
would stand 
trial before 
Luke Walker the end of the

year, but his family today revealed 
the dates had been postponed in a 
“devastating” turnaround by legal 
officers in Athens. 

The decision means Walker will not 
have been home to the Black Country 
for more than two and a half years as 
bail restrictions mean he cannot 
leave Greek soil. 

His father Patrick, who runs 
Walkers Electrics, said the news had 
left the family distraught. 

Gutting 

“It was a real killer blow - to be told 
that when we thought we were in the 
final few months of waiting was just 
gutting,” he said. 

“And he added that their solicitor 
was also still waiting to hear whether 
legal officials in Athens would stick 
with the current charge against Luke 
of causing death by actual bodily 
harm, or upgrade it to murder. 

The charge was downgraded when 
appeal judges decided to grant 


Walker bail in October, five months 
after being arrested. Mr Walker was 
able to visit his son for the first time 
last week after suffering a heart 
attack earlier this year. 

He said Luke had managed to get a 
job in a hotel and was now helping to 
pay for his accommodation in Crete 
as the cost of the legal battle creeps 
above £60,000. 

His girlfriend Chelsea Hyndman, 
aged 20, from Castleford, Yorkshire, 
died in intensive care in May last year 
after being admitted to hospital suf¬ 
fering from abdominal pain. 

Greek police stated they believed 
Walker had attacked her in a fit of 
“jealous rage”, but he claims she was 
injured on a girl’s night out the week 
before. 

A post mortem examination found 
she had suffered one injury to the 
abdomen, not the multiple injuries 
initially claimed by doctors, and died 
of internal bleeding. 

The couple had been staying in the 
resort of Malia while looking for 
summer work.

Plans for bar spark 
worries over noise 


Plans for a late-night bar 
opposite a church have caused 
outcry among residents who 
fear it will cause noise and 
disruption.

Resident Robert Shipley, aged 65, 
called it a “terrible idea”. 

The retired gardener, who lives 
alone, added: “I dread to think what 
noise we will hear in the early hours. 
If this goes ahead I would consider 
moving.” The building has been 


empty for about four years. An appli¬ 
cation has been made to sell alcohol 
there and play “recorded music” until 
3am. Live music would also be held 
until midnight. 

Councillor Adrian Turner, who rep¬ 
resents Lye and Stourbridge North, 
said: “I’ve been inundated with com¬ 
plaints from residents who are 
worried about what will happen. 

“People will likely spill out of this 
place at 3am and disturb residents.” 

Fellow ward councillor Pete Lowe 
said there were also concerns that the 
street was becoming “less about 
traders and more about nightlife”. 

Mr Namdar declined to comment 
until after a decision is made at the 
council’s licensing sub-committee on 
Tuesday.

300 drain covers are stolen 


Around 300 drain covers have been 
stolen by metal thieves in the Mid¬ 
lands in little more than a year, 
endangering lives and causing thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage, according 
to new figures. 

Police have warned the spate of 
thefts by crooks looking to cash in on 
the rising price of scrap metal was 
posing a serious hazard as people risk 
falling down open manholes or crash¬ 
ing their cars as they drive over the 
gaping holes left in roads. 

The figures come after electricians 
discovered injured German Shepherd 
Molly lying motionless at the bottom 
of an open manhole in Walsall after 


thieves ripped away the cover in 
December. 

West Mercia Police spokesman 
Toby Shergold blamed the steady rise 
of international metal prices for the 
ongoing problem. 

“The theft of drain covers puts the 
public at risk because there is the 
potential for someone to unwittingly 
fall into an uncovered drain and hurt 
themselves, or for serious damage to 
be done to a car if it drove over one,” 
he said. “It also causes a major 
expense for local authorities to 
replace them.” Sandwell and Dudley 
were revealed to be hotspots for the 
crime, with 33 covers being stolen in 


Sandwell and 29 in Dudley last year. 

A total of 26 were taken from 
Walsall streets, including one at the 
corner of Profitt Street and Cannon 
Street North, Walsall, Molly was 
found a week after going missing. 

Just two were taken in Wolver¬ 
hampton and 41 from Birmingham, 
while West Mercia Police received 57 
reports in the same time period, 
including nine in North Worcester¬ 
shire and Kidderminster. 

Staffordshire Police reported 92 
drain covers stolen between April last 
year and March this year, including 
four from Cannock, four from South 
Staffordshire and two from Lichfield. 


TVuancy cut called 
absolute nonsense

Critics have labelled plans to 
axe 11 truancy officer jobs as 
“absolute nonsense” and accused 
Dudley Council of putting educa¬ 
tion at risk by forcing teachers to 
take on extra responsibilities. 

The authority has cut the team of 
20 down to just nine, who will focus 
exclusively on prosecuting parents of 
children who are persistently absent 
instead of making personal visits to 
schools and homes to help solve the 
problem. It is claimed this will 
impose extra work on teachers. 

Education boss Councillor Liz Walker 
insists the cuts are necessary and schools 
in need of support will be able to apply for 
funding. 

But Councillor Tim Crumpton, chair¬ 
man of the select committee on children’s 
services, today accused the council of 
piling extra pressure on teachers. 

Impact 

“You’re taking away frontline services, 
by taking teachers away from teaching 
and making them work on truancy prob¬ 
lems, and that will have a negative 
impact on education,” he said. 

“All these skills have just been thrown 
away. 

“Teachers do not have the time and may 
not have the skills required to carry out 
the one-on-one chats or home visits that 
these truancy officers have done. We were 
making quite a lot of progress on truancy 
problems and this puts that at risk.” 

Headteacher Graham Lloyd has criti¬ 
cised the move, saying the loss of funding 
for the truancy worker who dealt with 
pupils at Holly Hall Maths and Comput¬ 
ing College was one of the reasons the 
school opted to become an academy. 

“They provide an invaluable service 
and have done wonderful work here at 
Holly Hall,” he said. 

“Losing them because of funding cuts 
just seemed unacceptable. I wanted more 
control over the school’s budget so we 
could decide for ourselves what invest¬ 
ments are best for our school.” 

Holly Hall college will open its doors as 
an academy in September. 


A tearoom is offering visitors the 
chance to step back to the Victorian 
era at a Midland attraction. 

Crystal Tearooms, which sits in 
the shadow of Wordsley’s historic 
Red House Glass Cone, has period 
furniture, traditional china cups 
and authentic costumes.

“I enjoyed my time in 
the West End but I’ve always 
wanted to have a family business. It 
is a dream come true,” he said. 


Outdoor 
adventure 
at school 

A world of tall trees, camp 
fires and outdoor adventure 
is being created at a Dudley 
primary school. 

Maidensbridge Primary 
School, Wall Heath is devel¬ 
oping a Forest Schools area 
after being handed a grant 
of £4,000 from Dudley 
Council’s Brierley Hill area 
committee. 

The school has developed 
part of its playing fields to 
create the area which gives 
children the chance to climb 
trees, build platforms and 
ladders, make fires and 
learn about the changing 
seasons and the natural 
world. 

The area will also be used 
for lessons and over the next 
18 months, the school is 
aimingto make Forest 
School sessions available to 
local community groups 
both within the working 
school week and during out 
of hours. 

The school originally 
applied for a grant of £2,930 
but councillors were so 
impressed by the project the 
sum was finally increased 
to £4,000 to give the project 
an extra boost.

History comes to life 
at the living museum 


D uring its 36 year history, the 
Black Country Living 
Museum has established 
itself as the region’s number one 
venue for local history and 
culture. 

The museum was established in 
1975 and opened in 1978 and is held 
in trust for the benefit of the public. 

It comprises notable buildings from 
across the four Black Country boroughs 
of Sandwell, Walsall, Wolverhampton and 
Dudley, many of which were dismantled 
brick by brick before being rebuilt at the 
museum. 

It has grown in size and scope, having 
assumed responsibility for collections 
made by Dudley Museum and Art Gallery 
and having taken over the buildings and 


collections of the Lock Museum, in Willen- 
hall, in 2003. The museum covers 26 
acres and comprises rebuilt historic build¬ 
ings in the shadow of Dudley Castle. The 
land was partially reclaimed from a former 
railway goods yard and disused lime kilns 
and former coal pits, though there have 
been further additions. 

A spokesman for the museum said: 
“The story of the Black Country is distinc¬ 
tive because of the scale, drama, intensity 
and multiplicity of the industrial might that 
was unleashed here. 

Identity 

“Lying in the long shadow of Britain’s 
second city, Birmingham, the Black 
Country has, through its manufactures 
and its people established its own very 
particular identity. The industrial land¬ 
scape was entirely new at the time and the 


scene - ‘black by day and red by night’ - 
horrified and fascinated contemporaries. 

“Our mission at the Museum is ‘to 
engage hearts and minds through the 
best use of our collections to inspire the 
widest possible audience about the story 
of the Black Country - the world’s first 
industrial landscape’.” 

The museum recreates life as it might 
have been during the 19th and early 20th 
century thanks to a group of volunteers, 
who populate houses and shops. 

It has managed to preserve a nucleus of 
Black Country industrial buildings, 
bridges and street furnishings and there 
are also extensive collections of equip¬ 
ment, products and other facets of every¬ 
day life, including retail businesses, 
community life objects and domestic fur¬ 
nishings. In all there are 61,000 items in 
the museum’s collections. 


Among the most impressive elements 
of its collection are historic buildings, 
including a backyard chainshop, brass 
foundry, cast iron houses, locksmith’s 
house, nailshop, pitt’s cott and trap shop. 

The backyard chainshop was originally 
situated at Claremont Street, in Cradley 
Heath, and features hearth and bellows 
for men and women. The brass foundry 
was also known as a tub shop and was 
built in Shaw Street, Walsall, in 1869. 

It had space for two casters with a bar¬ 
relling and polishing room next door. 

Molten brass was poured into moulds 
and the methods are recreated to this day. 

The cast iron houses, meanwhile, were 
built in Dudley in 1925 and were con¬ 
structed from 600 panels of cast iron, 
bolted together and lined with asbestos. 
Only four were every made because they 
proved so costly.

More council workers 


accept new wage deals

Nearly 50 more workers 
at Dudley Council have now 
accepted new wage offers to 
settle a long-running pay 
row. 

The authority has already 
settled with 1,937 people at a 
cost of £9.4 million. Another 
1,300 offers worth more than 
£10.4m were made to workers 
at the end of last year. Around 
600 of that round of offers have 
now been accepted. 

Figures also show that the cost of 
the offers so far accepted in this 
round is more than £5.2m. 

It has also emerged that two “col¬ 
lective” cases, involving 950 
workers which are being consid¬ 


ered at an employment tribunal, 
have a “key hearing” pencilled in 
for later this year. 

Council bosses have urged 
people to think carefully about the 
offers being made, and public 
sector union Unison has been mon¬ 
itoring the situation. 

Advice 

Union solicitors have issued 
advice to people on a case-by-case 
basis over whether to accept offers. 

Councillor Tim Wright, Dudley 
Council deputy leader with respon¬ 
sibility for human resources, law 
and governance, said: “Since the 
last update in April another 45 set¬ 


tlement offers have been accepted. 
There is a key hearing in the 
employment tribunal regarding the 
council’s cases during September.” 
But he added: “However, it is

As the trend for ‘grow your own’ continues to rise, gar¬ 
deners are becoming increasingly inventive with their 
growing space and it seems the humble vegetable is going 
up in the world. 

Nigel Bishop, Horticultural Advisor to the Shrewsbury 
Flower Show offers some tips on vertical gardening. 

At this year’s RHS Chelsea Flower Show, B&Q won a 
gold medal for its nine meter high edible garden. Created 
using a series of vertical window boxes and planting on 
both vertical and horizontal planes, the garden made 
amazing use of space and was the highest ever constructed 
at Chelsea. 

Designed by award-winning designers and three time 
gold medal winners Laurie Chetwood and Patrick Collins, 
the aim of the garden was to encourage communities and 
individuals to develop sustainable food growing spaces. 

The planting on the nine metre high glass tower was 
achieved using a collection of window boxes filled with 
tomatoes, peppers and edible flowers, and a living wall full 
of herbs. 

The National Trust started campaigning for vertical veg¬ 
etable gardens in 2009 by growing vegetables in window 
boxes and hanging baskets at their historic houses. They 
claim that window boxes on England’s windowsills could 
provide the equivalent of 600 acres of farming land, result¬ 


ing in cheap, local and tasty food for urbanites. 

Using space efficiently in a small garden, patio or 
window box takes a little extra planning. 

If you are new to growing and are unsure about exactly 
what to do and when, be guided by neighbouring gardeners 
and what they are successfully growing. Also study seed 
catalogues and packets that highlight varieties with 
compact growth habits. 

Mail order seed company Thompson & Morgan, who will 
be exhibiting in the Quarry Marquee at this year’s Shrews¬ 
bury Flower Show, sell a Vertical Vegetable Collection kit, 
which promises to ‘transform your walls and fences into a 
nutritious, kitchen garden’. 

The collection comprises: Runner Bean (Hestia); Lettuce 
(Ultimate); Dwarf Bean (Golden Teepee); Salad Leaves; 
Tomato (Tasty Tumbler); five Flower Pouches® and feed. 

The website www.verticalveg.org.uk claims you can 
grow as much on a balcony as you can on an allotment and 
you can enjoy crops month after month. 

The 2011 Shrewsbury Flower Show will take place on 12 
and 13 August and top TV gardener; Chris Beardshaw is 
making his seventh successive visit to the show.

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Coach sends warning to British Olympic athletes 


Charles van Commenee has warned 
Britain’s track and field athletes they are 
not ready for the London Olympics. 

The head coach of UK Athletics believes 
they need every one of the 365 days remain¬ 
ing before the opening ceremony to make the 
necessary improvements if Britain are to 
reach the target of eight medals, including 
at least one gold. 

Van Commenee reckons the British team 
need at least 15 athletes capable of making 
the medal podium to hit their target. 

“If everybody is fit then yes, we might be 


OK, but that will never happen so we need a 
few more,” said van Commenee. “We are not 
ready to do the Games now. We need those 12 
months. I started this job two and a half 
years ago. I knew from the start that was not 
one day too many. Three and a half years is 
a very short time. We still have athletes 
underperforming at the moment. We need 
those 12 months to turn things around.” 

He cites 400m runners Michael Bingham 
and Martyn Rooney, who won silver and 
bronze at the European Championships last 
year but have struggled to match that since. 


“If they would run the times they are 
doing now next year that is trouble,” said 
van Commenee. “That should not happen, 
they should have run faster by now. ” 

He insists he has put the much-publicised 
Twitter row with triple jumper Phillips 
Idowu behind him and believes there is no 
lasting damage. Idowu has a realistic chance 
of winning gold in London. 

Van Commenee said: “Elite athletes have 
the ability to focus on their own business. 
They are focused on jumping far and the rest 
is not relevant.”
